Ily the build- 
ing of a line ten or twelve miles long 
from Hartford to Fnrdsvillo a line 
will be given direct from Louisville 
to Madisonville, touching the St. 
Louis aud Nashville line. The ter- 
ritory from Madisonville to Hartford 
is one continuous coal bed. 

Already the Louisville & Nashville 
owns a short line from Madisonville 
to Providence in Webster county. It 
is now backing the building of a line 
Providence to Morganfield. county 
seat of I’uion county, which is rich 
both in coal and agriculture. It will 
invade (lie sacred territory of the 
Illinois Central. From Providence 
L. A. N. cun build twenty-five miles 
or more road and enter Marion, the 
county scat of Crittenden county the 
center of the zinc, lead and fluorspar 
industries of Kentucky. This again 
would give a direct line from Marion 
to Louisville, a distance about -MO 
miles. Twenty-five or thirty miles 
further would take the Louisville & 
Nashville through Southland, the 
county ■mat of Livingston county, 
and then on to Paducah, the metrop- 
olis of Western Kentucky.

Altho local Louisville and Nash- 
ville representatives decline to have 
anything definite to say in regard 
to their proposed lines and lines al- 
ready in process of building in West- 
ern Kentucky, it is evideut aftersev- 
eral of these small extensions are 
made that connections will have been 
achieved which will give the L. A 
N. a line of about 25<f Miles in 
length from Louisville in a south- 
westerly direction toward Padueah. 
At Paducah another connection will 
be made with the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, which 
is controlled by the Louisville and 
Nashville. 

While there is no northern outlet 
from Padueah at preseut save thru 
the Illinois Central lines, the strong- 
est competitor of the L. & N. rail- 
road, rumor says that the Big Four 
soon will commence the building of 
ail extension of its line from Harris- 
burg. III., to Metropolis, on the Gliio 
river, which is nearly opposite Padu- 
cah. This would give Northern 
competition as au outlet for freight, 
which the L. A N. wants now, and 
would want more if the line from 
Louisville thru tho coal and mineral 
built.

Whether or not the Louisville and 
Nashville could secure Northern con- 
nection out Paducah, the road would 
tap its own Northern line at Madi- 
sonville. What makes the proposed 
line feasible is the fact that the L. 
A N. is preparing to double-track its 
line from Henderson to Nashville. 
Gwiug to the numerous and long 
sidings on this line the work will 
not be such a stupendous task. 

Another probability is brought to 
light when the spur from Morgan- 
field to Providence is finished by the 
Louisville A Nashville. From Mor- 
gan field fifteen utiles west on the 
Ohio river is found Shawneetowii, 
111., where the L. A N. now has a 
line which starts from its main St. 
Louis line at Me Lean-bora, III. The 
line trotu Morganfield to Shawnee- 
town would tup the greatest and 
richest corn-producing belt in the 
State, as well as rich coal beds. 
Such a road would be a great feeder, 
though a bridge would never spun 
the Ohio at Shawueetown, which has 
often been talked of.

So long as the Illinois Central con- 
fined its operations and extensions to 
Western Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Mississippi, the Louisv ille and Nash- 
ville railroad was not tunch concern- 
ed, but when it invaded Nashville, 
the sacred and heretofore undisputed 
territory of the L. A N., then a 
spirit of revenge began to show itself- 
This apparent spirit of revenge has 
been fired again bv the Illinois Cen- 
tral building u line from Jackson, 
Tonn., to Birmingham, Via . tap- 
ping the grout iron fields on wliicli 
the L. A N. lias almost had a mo- 
nopoly. 

The Illinois Central has been reap- 
ing a rich harvest from the coal fields 
thru which it runs in Western Ken- 
tucky, and especially in Crittenden 
and Living-ton counties, where it.

The Louisville and Nashville! poo 
pie are working •jiiietly but steadily 
ou a number of small spurs or short 
lines which when linked together will 
make a splendid line of road, tapping 
the richest coal fields in Western 
Kentneky. The L. A N.'s St. Louis 
and Nashville line, which runs thru 
the State from Henderson to Guthrie, 
tapping the Hopkins county coal 
regions, is one of iis best paying 
lines. Considerable coal is handled 
on its line from Owensboro to Run- 
Seville, where it connects with the 
Louisville and Memphis lice.

It ma> b*- well to make the lav heavy 
m proportion as the individual ben* lited 
Is remote *>f kin. In any event. In my 
judgment the pro rata of the tax should 
increase very heavily with th* increase 
of the amount left to any one individual 
after a certain point has b«*en reached 
It is most desirable to encourage thrift 
and ambition, and a potent source of 
thrift and ambition Is the desire on the 
part of the breadwinner tn leave his chil- 
dren Well off. This object ran be ull lined 
l iv making the tax very small on moder- 
ns amounts of property left; because 
the pi line object should be to put a con* 
stantlv increasing burden on the inher- 
itanc* of those swollen fortunes which 
it is certainly of no benebt to thit ' oun- 
trv to perpetuate.

ure to realise that farming. *t least in 
certain bran* hes. must become n techni- 
cal and scientific profession Thi* mean* 
that Utera must be open to (tie farmers 
the chance for technical and scientific 
training, not theoretical merely, but of 
tiie moHt severely practical type. The 
farmer represents a peculiarly high type 
-»f American cltixership. and he must 
have 1I10 »ime chance to rise and develop 
a* other AmerlcAn otiscufi have More 
ovsi, it is exactly us true of the farmer 
hh !t is of tiie busb'CHw man and the 
wageworker, ilmt the ultimate surreys of

It is h mistake, and It betrays a spirit 
of fool I mIi cynicism, to maintain that all 
International ^<*v ei nmental action is. and 
must ever be. based upon mere 
selilsIitiesM. and that to advance ethical 
reasons for such action is always u sign 
of hy|HK*rlsy. Thli is no more neces- 
sarily true of tiie option nf governments 
titan of the action of Individuals. It Is 
a sure sign **f h ba»e nature always to 
ascribe base motive# for ttie actions of 
others. Unquestionably no nation can 
afford to disregard proper considerations 
I of self-interest, any more than n private 
1 individual • an so do. Hut It is equally 
: true that the average private individual 
in any really decent community docs 
! many actions with reference to olh#r 
men In which he 1 # guided, not by *Hf- 
interest. but by public spirit, bv regard 
for the rights of others, by a disinterest- 
ed purpose to do good to other*, and to 
1 raise the torn* of the comm unit y as a 
1 whole. Similarly, a really great nation 
must often act, and as a matter of fuel 
. iften does act, toward other nations in 
a spirit not the least of mere self-interest 
but paying heed chiefly to i t ideal rea- 
sons; und us the centuries go hy thin 
'iisintei chtediie-tS In International action, 
tlilfc tenden* > of th" individuals com- 
prising a 1. atlon to require that nation 
to act with Justice toward Its neighbors. 
Steadily grows ..nd strengthens. It Is 
neither wise nor rigid for a nation to 
1 disrecut «! its own n#eds. atitl it is foolish 
—rind may be wicked- to think that other 
nations will disregard theirs But it is 
wicked for a nation only to regard its 
own Interest, and foolish to hdleve ihat 
1 u< h Is tiie sole motive Hull actuates 
a r v other nation. It should be our 
st*.* dy aim to raise the «dhhul Mumiurd 
of national action Just as vve strive to 
ra<se (lie ethical stAndurd of individual 
action.

STORIES OF THE MODERN CZARS. 

In number the modern Czars of Rus- 
sia have been five. There have been 
three Alexanders and two Nicholases, 
counting the Nicholas now in the midst 
of countless troubles. One hundred and 
five years have they ruled over all the 
Russians. 

To the other Czar Nicholas, who was 
the autocrat for thirty long troublous 
years beginning in t8zs, belongs the dis- 
tinction of being the only man who ever 
determined the line of direction of an 
important railroad merely by employing 
a foot rule. 

For a long time the engineers to whom 
had been assigned the task and the 
Czar's advisers had squabbled over the 
route of the proposed road between the 
empire’s two capitals, St. Petersburg 
and Moscow. At last, the emperor, sick 
of the delay and the wordy war, ordered 
that a ruler be brought to him. 

Seizing it, he laid it on a map of Rus- 
sia, lying before him on the council 
table, and imperiously drew a straight 
line between the two cities. 

"Let that be the route,” he said, and 
brought the squabbling to an end.

Alexander I, he who burned Mos- 
r' cow and thus contributed greatly to 
the ultimate downfall of Napoleon, one 
day went on a visit to a certain military 
colony, and undertook a personal in- 
spection of each house. 

At the first house he and his suite 
found a commissariat dinner, the chief 
dish of which was a roast suckling pig, 
spread temptingly on the table.

"I think,” said the prince to his em- 
peror, “that we have an old friend here.” 

“What do you mean?” asked the 
Czar. 

Up to the table stepped the prince, 
and, pulling the tail out of his pocket, 
deftly fitted it to its place. 

Critics agree that up to this moment 
Alexander I had endeavored to up- 
lift Russia, and had succeeded won- 
derfully well for his time. But this evi- 
dence of petty graft was too much for 
him; it was the last straw. In disgust 
he turned the affairs of state over to 
Araktcheief, and, as one historical 
writer has put it, “the empire returned 
to its old routine.” 



PUNISHMENT THAT FITTED THE CRIME. 

When Alexander II, known to history 
as the Liberator, came to the throne he 
at first busied himself constantly alter- 
ing the uniforms of his troops, and thus 
won for himself the sobriquet, “the mili- 
tary tailor.” Concerning this part of the 
Liberator’s career, a prominent Russian 
has told the following incident: 

“One day a student of one of the great

crown colleges, in talking over with his 
comrades the reforms pf Alexander II, 
declared that the emperor was nothing 
but a tailor, meaning to insinuate that 
he was too fond of altering military 
uniforms. 

“These words came to the ears of the 
police, who carried them to the sover- 
eign. The imprudent youth was sum- 
moned by imperial order to the palace. 



His parents already saw him on the road 
to Siberia. And what punishment do 
you think was inflicted on him? The 
emperor ordered him to be presented 
with a complete uniform 1" 

Alexander’s father, the other Nicho- 
las, on his deathbed had pleaded with 
his son to free the serfs as soon as he 
ascended the throne — and this from a 
Czar who had been as autocratic, and, 
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for his day, as cruel as Peter the Great. 
This was in 1855. 

One evening six years later Alex- 
ander, much excited, burst into his 
wife’s salon.

The e\er popular separate waist for 
j the coming season shows a Rreat many 
plaid designs, in both silk and soft wool 
fabrics, which are now on the ascending 
wave of fashion for all but the most im- 
portant and dressy occasions. 

These waists are made absolutely 
plain, or with broad tucks or other tail 
red effects, each side of plait at centn 
front, and arc usually worn with a stiff 
collar and a trim little bow tie of dark- 
ilk. Many of the imported linen shirt- 
waists are in -trictly tailor made effect 
r.ntl embroidered. 

Simple models for every-dav wear in 
nearly all cases are made with the full 
length sleeve, not over full, and finished 
with a neat little cuff of its own nta 
terial. The more dressy the waist the 
hotter the sleeves. The most elaborate 
models show almost no sleeve at all — 
i ust a closely shirred puff of some six 
or seven inches at shoulder over under- 
sleeves of lace, much befrilled at dhow 
anil rather plain below. Many waists 
show a combination of plaid and plain 
fabric; this idea also appears in many 
of the r v. tailored frocks, which, when 
made of plain materials such as broad- 
cloth or Panama, have insets of bias 
plaid strips set lengthwise in both waist 
and skirt.
